The Germans 
kept up a rain of shells on the 
beachhead and there also were 
clashes between patrols.

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion has authorized bars to in- 
crease the price of individual 
drinks 2 to 4 cents, depending on 
the size and proof, but an OPA 
spokesman in Washington suggest- 
ed that many would prefer to ab- 
sorb the increase rather than deal 
in odd _ cents. 

OPA also authorized a onecent 
increase in the price of an &- 
ounce beer, 

These excise taxes are expected 
to produce $1,051,000,000 addi- 
tional revenue. The rest of the 
$2,300,000,000 total in the reve- 
nue bill will come from higher 
taxes on individual incomes and 
corporation profits. 

Among other postal rate in- 
creases is’ a boost from 6 to 8 
cents an ounce for domestic air 
mail. The rate on air mail to and 
from the armed forces stationed 
outside the continental United 
States stays at 6 cents a half- 
ounce,

I «aw a lot of Germans, too, and 
I learned a great deal about them. 
1 traveled and ate with them, 

t noticed that the German sol- 
dier wasn't as smart and fresh as 
he was two years ago—in fact, his 
clothes and his general 
sre showing distinct signs of wear. 
Not that he doesn’t do himself 
pretty well. He does, and at the 
station buffets he always has 
bread and butter and sausages, 
while the French civilian can only 
get bread. 

SPENT LEAVES IN FRANCE 

One thing amused me when I! 
was there. Every night there 
were leave trains packed with 
Germans going on leave from the 
north of France to the Riviera. 
They seemed to prefer to spend 
their leave in-the south of France 
rather than to go home to the 
blitred fatherland—and you can't 
very well blame them for that. 

I certainly didn't see any signs 


of arrogance in them. On the 


contrary, it is almost pathetic to | 


gee how they go out of their way 
to please the French. They give 
up their seats to women; you see 
them taking their turn in queues; 
they are careful to say “thank 
you,” rather like well-trained chil- 
dren. Not that these little courte- 
sies make any difference to the 
French, who, when they do have 
to talk to them, do it with ice po- 
liteness. Believe me, they make 


them feel their position as only | 


French people can. 


I remember one morning I was, 


in a room where several French 
working men were sitting about, 
end a German  sergeant-major 
came in.

GFRMANS NOT ENVIED 

No, I don't really envy the Ger. 
man in the Army of Occupation. 
lf a Frenchwoman goes out with 
a German, her people have their 
own way of dealing with her. And 
if a Frenchman has any dealing 
with the enemy—well, he might 
get a warning in the shape of a 
miniature coffin delivered at his 
house, and if he goes on, it is 
quite likely that he himself fills 
e larger coffin. 

The French people are not ef- 
fete—at least I saw no signs of 
their being so. They look surpris- 
ingly active and virile for a peo- 
ple who have been under the whip 
of the invader for three and a 
half years; who've been denied 
their freedom to an extent com- 
pletely beyond our imagination. 

I did see signs of great hard- 
ship. Yes, their clothes are shab- 
by. their faces are thin and 
drawn, but they hold their heads 
high. 

I watched them on railway sta- 
tions and in the streets, and but 
for the fact that they rarely smile, 
and more rarely speak to each 
other—especially in trains and 
trams — they carry themselves 
much ag we do here. 

Shabbilv dressed they certainly 
sre. It is next to impossible to 
get leather, and stockings are 
even harder to come by. I no- 
ticed many women were in can- 


was shoes and no stockings at all | 


even though it was wintertime. 
Their skirts are darned, too, but 
typical of Frenchwomen they still 
manage to look neat. And more 
typical still, they all seem to be 
wearing lovely hats. 
hats were symbols of defiance 
against adversity. 
FRENCH FIGHT ENEMY 
The French are fighting the ene- 
my all the time. When the men 
are called up for labor service in 
Germany most of them refuse to 
go. Instead they take to the moun- 
tains, to the Maquis (the French 
underground organizations). In 
one district of high savoy, out o 
4500 men who were called up 
oniv 11 appeared at the police sta- 
tion. the rest were in the Maquis. 
There they fight and hunt and 
are hunted. Often they have no- 
where to live and have to sleep 
out in the open, and they depend 
for their food supplies 
their friends can take them. 
When I was there. the Germans 
were waiting for the snow to fall 
eo that they could track them 
fown. Now the snow has come 
and I read in the paper the other 
Gay: “The men of the Maquis have

| Joseph Darnand’s police forces in 
the mountains, and their annihila- 
ition is now merely a question of 
time.” 

| Merely a question of time... 
-and when they are caught they’re 
shot. But still they go on, am- 
bushing the Germans day and 
night until now they have reduced 
them to a state of terror. 

I met men of the resistance 
movement, too—fine, tough-look- 
‘ing fellows they were—who fight 
and destroy and go on destroying, 
only they haven’t enough weapons 
to fight with. But with what they 
have they. blow up trains; and 
they throw bombs into German 
'billets and into cinemas. Of 
course, they’re caught and they’re 
shot, or if they aren’t caught some- 
one else is taken and shot in their 
place, 

20 NAZIS KILLED 

Not that that stops them. Twice 
while I was there my train was 
held up by derailment. And one 
night an express was blown up 
and 40 people were killed—half of 
them French. It was a pity, they 
said, this losing of French lives: 
but it was inevitable ...and what 
mattered was that 20 Germans 
'had been killed. 

And the attitude of the French 
|people towards Vichy? 
| I talked to all kinds of people 
on this and their views were 
| unanimous. They loathe that gov- 
ernment; they despise Laval, and 
_they’ll kill the collaborators. For 
| Marshal Petain what they feel is 
|contempt. To begin with they 
trusted him; they respected his 
old age; but that has long since 
changed to anger. 

Naturally Vichy has its follow- 
ers, and especially among young 
boys who are most easily seduced 
into accepting Nazi ideals. They’ve 
been enrolled into what's called 
the Vichy militia.

Emory ToHang 
White Portrait 


President Goodrich C., White's 
portrait, completed this week by 
a widely-known New York artist, 
will be added to those of other 
Emory notables within a few days, 
the Emory committee on portraits 
announced yesterday. 

The committee sponsored the 
portrait to commemorate Dr. 
White’s 30th year of service to 
_the university. A native of Grif- 
fin, Ga., the Emory educator at- 
| tended Newnan, Ga., schools and 
entered the old Emory College at 
Oxford, Ga., from which he re- 
ceived a degree in 1908. After re- 
ceiving his M. A. degree from 
Columbia University, he began 
his teaching eareer at Kentucky 
Wesleyan College, Winchester, Ky. 
A year later he was on the faculty 
of Wesleyan College, Macon, Ga., 
and returned to Emory at Ox- 
ford as professor of mental and 
moral science in 1914. 

He served as a second lieutenant 
in the psychological division of 
the medical corps during World 
War I and after the war joined 
the Emory staff here. He was 
made dean of the college in 1923 
and six years later became dean 
of the graduate school, meanwhile 
winning a Ph. D. from Chicago 
University. In 1938 he became 
vice president and in 1942 was 
named Emory’s 14th president, 
succeeding Dr. Harvey W. Cox 
who became chancellor.

Churchill Talk 
Slated Today 


LONDON, March 25 —( A) — 
Prime Minister Churchill is ex- 
pected to deliver a preinvasion 
fight talk in his address tomorrow 


over a British-American radio 
hook-up, using’ the full scope of 
his oratorical gifts to prepare the 
British and American people for 
the forthcoming grand assault and 
to dispel :ny doubt regarding the 
basic unity of the United Nations. 

The broadcast is scheduled for 
9 p. m. London time, which is 3 
p. m. Atlanta time. 

Churchill Seldom uses the radio 
to break news—usually reserving 
that for appearances before par- 
liament—and it seems logical to 
expect that his broadcast will be 
a pep talk to reassure the Amer- 
ican people of Britain’s dete:mi- 
nation to fight with all her re- 
sources to the final defeat of Ja- 
pan if Germany collapses first. 

The timing of the broadcast ap- 
pears especially significant, com- 
ing directly after Churchill’s tour 
of U. S. Army camps in Britain, 
at an hour of increased fighting 
in Burma and with the Balkans 
wavering and Finland wanting 
peace as the Red army rolis back 
the German invaders. 

The talk coincides also with the 
height of Britain’s fourth great 
war loan drive, but there is every 
indication that with the American 
radio hook-up the prime minister 
will talk on the over-all world 
picture rather than limit his re- 
marks to the home front. 

There has been some London 
editorial speculation that the At- 
lantic charter, a subject of height- 
ened discussion in both the United 
States and Britain recently, might 
also be mentioned by Churchill. 
He told parliament this week that 
the charter still embodies the 
principal Allied war aims but-that 
further talks about it might be 
i'mecessary as the war progresses.

Students Boost 
Russian Relief 


Boys and girls of southern 


schools contributed more than l,- 


000,000 pounds of desperately 
needed clothing to the destitute 
people of the Soviet Union in 1943, 
it has just been announced by Rus- 
sian War Relief. Plans are already 
under way for another “Share 
Your Clothes With Russians” col- 
lection in these southern states 
during April and May. 

In many instances, these gifts 
from the southern students went 
to Russian children of their own 
age, such as little Nina Petrova, 
a 10-year-old orphan living “some- 
where in the U. S. S. 

Several weeks ago she wrote a 
letter to an unknown American 
friend. Commenting on something 
she had received from Russian 
War Relief, che said: “This is the 
first coat I have had since the 
Nazis came, and it is so warm.” 

Nina’s story is general among 
Russian civilians, particularly 
among the 77,000,000 men, women 
and children, who once comprised 
the normal population of all the 
areas that were in German hands 
at the peak of the Nazi invasion. 

Of this number, about half, or 
38,000,000 were evacuated east of 
the battle lines before the Nazi ad- 
vances. They were forced, in most 
instances, to leave quickly, with 
nothing more than the shirts on 
their backs.

The equipment was assembled 
by the Materiel Command, with 
headquarters at Wright Field, Day 
ton, Ohio, where experimental and 
research work is carried on for 
the development of Uncle Sam’s 
new aerial weapons.

“These troops have 
only limited ammunition and 
equipment,” said the major, who 
is in London to seek Allied aid for 
Mihailovic. “That is why they 
haven’t been fighting. We figure 
it is better to make one big offen- 
sive than waste our bullets in 
smaller actions. We are ready to 
clear any given area for an Allied 
invasion landing on short notice.” 

Both Britain and the United 
States have been giving their main 
support in Yugoslavia to the men 
of Marshal Tito, Mihailovic’s rival, 
on the ground they were doing 


Germans. 

Lukatchevic said Mihailovic also 
had 150.000 more men organized 
who could be sent into action if 
equipped. 

Mihailovic’s latest offensive car- 
ried to the coast of Montenegro 
about the time that the Allies 
struck in Italy, the major said, but 
the Yugoslav army flank was at- 
tacked, he asserted, from the north 
by forces of Marshal Tito. 

Lukatchevic minimized the 
achievements of Tito’s forces, and 
claimed that the Partisan leader 
had fewer than 10,000 soldiers. He 
contended that many towns which 
Tito claimed to have captured 
never existed. Some reports have 
estimated Tito’s forces at 250,000 
or more.

Golden Booth, 28-year-old truck 
driver, has signed a statement ad- 
mitting he beat to death William 
Bassett, 50, of 744 Law street, N. 
W., last December 18 and then 
dragged the body up an alley on 
Bankhead avenue, City Detectives 
John Crankshaw and Glyn Cowan 
said last night. 

The battered body of Bassett 
was found by police shortly after 
midnight on December 18 after 
Mrs. V. B. Edwards, of 899 Bank- 
head avenue, reported hearing a 
prowler in her back yard. His 
nose and jaw were broken, the 
skull fractured and his face and 
head severely beaten. 


Crankshaw and Cowan arrested 
Booth early Saturday, and obtain- 
ed the signed statement a few 
hours later. 


Booth said he met Bassett, a 
steel worker, in a Marietta street 
cafe the night of the slaying, the 
detectives said. His statement ex- 
plained about meeting two girls 
in the cafe and it was while fol- 
lowing the girls down the street 
that he first saw Bassett. 

“Bassett said, ‘What are you 
trying to do, follow me,’” the de- 
tectives quoted Booth as saying. 

More words were passed, the 
statement continued, and then 
Bassett demanded: “Ain’t you try- 
ing to rob me?” 

Both then said that Bassett 
struck at him and that he (Booth) 
struck Bassett with his fist. 

“He fell to the ground,” the 
statement continued, “and I pull- 
ed him up an alley behind a place 
of business. He started to get up 
and I hit him ‘on the head one 
time with a piece of tile.”

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Nazis Pay Terrific Toll 
To ’Teen-Age Guerrillas 


(Remarkable exploits of a band of young Russian guerrillas 
in their ‘teens, who defied and battled the Nazi invaders, are re- 
wealed herewith in a special dispatch from Moscow by Jerome 
Davis, International News Service special correspondent in Russia.)

MOSCOW, March 25.—(INS)—The aggregate effect of guerrilla 
warfare in Russia is colossal. For the first two years of war, the guer- 
rillas have actually killed over 300,000 Germans, derailed 300 trains, 
blown up or burned 895 arms and munition dumps, destroyed 3,263 
railroad or highway bridges, besides putting out of conynission tanks, 
planes, artillery guns and countless automobiles.

Abroad, these figures may cause 
gome surprise. After visiting re- 
captured regions and talking with 
German prisoners of war, who had 
first-hand experience with the 
guerrillas, I believe they are rea- 
sonably correct. 

As a typical example of the ac- 
tivity of these bands, let us con- 
sider the work of the youngsters 
of Krasnodon. 

This small town in the Don coal 
basin was occupied by the Ger- 
mans on July 20, 1942. The Ger- 
mans resorted to the usual repres- 
sions, seizure of food, wholesale 
arrests and execution of Commu- 
nists, including the public execu- 
tion of 30 miners in a public park. 

The young people of this town 
decided to rebel against such treat- 
ment. Under the leadership of 
Oleg Goshev, a 16-year-old boy, 
an organization called “Young 
Guards” was formed. 

This was composed of boys and 
girls of the eighth, ninth and 
tenth grades in school. Their de- 
clared purpose was ‘“‘to strengthen 
people’s conviction of the inevi- 
tability of the defeat of the Ger- 
man-Fascist forces, to organize the 
whole population and especially 
the young for active struggle 
against them, to collect arms and 
at the right moment stage an 
armed rebellion.” 

Each member of the secret band 
swore the following oath, which 
was written by a 19-year-old boy: 

“Tl enter into the ranks of the 
"Young Guards’ and before all my 
friends in arms, before my native 
land, and before all people I! 
solemnly swear: 

“Without hesitation to fulfill all 
orders given to me by my rank- 
ing colleagues, to keep absolutely 
secret all my work, and to avenge 
the destruction of our cities and 
villages and the martyrdom of our 
thirty heroic miners. 

“And if in this work it is neces- 
Sary to sacrifice my life I will 


give it up without the slightest 


hesitation. 

“If I betray this holy oath, be- 
eause of torture or cowardice, 
may my name forever be stricken 
and may I receive summary judg- 


ment at the hands of my comrades. |

The organization gradually grew 


and leaflets. The children who 
were received into the organiza- 
tion assumed secret nicknames. 
Each member paid 15 roubles per 
month into the secret treasury. 
Letters were written in secret

| The group secured four radio 
sets. One they installed in an 
abandoned mine. Another in the 
home of Koshev under the kitch- 
en floor. 

Often they would gather in 
small groups to hear the news 
from Moscow and on the next day 
the whole city would know the 
situation at the front. 

Printed leaflets would deny the 
German reports that the Red army 
‘had been annihilated, and that 
Leningrad and Stalingrad had al- 
ready been taken. Altogether 


they printed 5,000 copies of their 
| small paper on 30 different occa- 


sions. 

One of the boys, Seman Osta- 
nenko, was a first class artist and 
humorist. He had “bombs of hu- 
mor” in every issue. He would 
satirize the burgomaster, the Ges- 
tapo, and the head of the labor 
exchange. Sometimes his humor- 
ous sketch will be printed sep- 
arately and plastered all over the 
city. 

He also made an insignia for 
the “Young Guards.” It was a de- 


sign of three flags flying together, 
those of Great Britain, the United 
States and the Soviet Union. To 
| the right of these flags were three 
| bombers flying on Berlin, and to 
the left was written: “Away With 
| Fascism.” 

| Sergei Tulenin, 18 years of age 
and chief of staff of the “Young 
|Guards,” carried the leaflets into 
|the local moving picture theater. 
| e moment the lights were 
‘turned off, he threw them from 
the balcony into the audience. The 
leaflets were passed from hand to 
hand, each copy being read by 
many. 

Vasiya Piroshev succeeded in 
pinning on the back of one of the 
German policemen a sign reading:

Rule Requires 


‘Deduct’ Proof 


Employers making deductions 
from wages of employes under 
the fair labor standards act for 
board, lodging or other facilities, 
or who furnish such facilities to 
employes as additions to wages, 
will be required, beginning April 
1, to keep records substantiating 
the costs, Reginal Director G. 
Johnson has announced. 

He said yesterday the require- 
ments was in accordance with a 
new amendment to the record- 
keeping regulations—an amend- 
ment described by Administrator 
L. Metcalfe Walling as necessary 
to clarify any confusion as to the 
employers’ responsibility for 
maintaining records to justify the 
reasonableness of such deductions 
from pay. 

“In cases where the employer 
can clearly show compliance with 
the minimum wage and overtime 
provisions of the act without re- 
sort to cost records, he may apply 
for an exception from these re- 
quirements,” said Johnson, whose 
territory embraces Georgia, Flori- 
da and South Carolina. 

The textile, lumber, railroad 
and mining industries are chiefly 
affected, he said.

Ninety and nine Sunday schools

In the upper 
half of the state are 244 schools, 
and in the southern half 370.

The 
Valdosta district leads in amount 
contributed, having a credit of $2,- 
134, while the Savannah district 
is second, with $1,478. During the 
month just closed total offerings 
amounted to $3,549, the largest 
ever known in one month. The 
grand total for south Georgia 
schools for the four-month period 
is $9,800, showing an increase of 
$978 over the same period of last 
year. The goal set for the year is 
$30,000. . 

In the North Georgia Confer- 
ence, the Griffin district sent re- 
ports from 36 schools, maintaining 
its lead in number of schools re- 
porting, while the Atlanta West 
and Dalton districts are runners- 
up for second place. with 26 
schools each. The Atlanta East 
district leads in amount contribut- 
ed, $1,058, with Atlanta West dis- 
trict second, reporting $828 for the 
three-month period. The grand to- 
tal for the quarter is $4,513, show- 
ing an increase of $1,480 above 
last year’s first quarter. 

The state grand total for the 614 
schools reporting is $14,313, or 
nearly $1,000 a week. The grand 
total of increases in both confer- 
ences is $2,458 or more than $100 
a week.

Urban League Bulletin 


The purpose of the Bulletin is to chronicle the worth- 
while things done for, by and with the Negro, as a basis 
for increasing inter-racial good-will and understanding. 


Julius A. Thomas, director of 
the department of industrial re- 
lations of the National Urban 
League, New York City, has issued 
a report on the findings of the In- 


dustrial Relations Laboratory. Re- 
quests for copies of this report are 
pouring into the office and have 
already exhausted the original 
supply. 

In order to observe at closer 
range the experiences which man- 
agement has reported and their 
evaluation of the performance of 
thousands of Negro workers, the 


league established what has been | 


termed an Industrial Relations 
Laboratory. Three hundred plants 
furnished the information which 
serves as a basis for the project. 
These plants are located in 25 


states and 120 cities and towns. | 


While the majority of plants are 


located in cities where there are | 


league affiliates, a number were 
selected from towns in which 
there is no affiliate. This fact is 
noted mainly for the purpose of 
indicating the desirability of se- 


curing objective points of view 
and a range of experience under | 


varying circumstances. 


Of the 300 plants from which | 


information was obtained, 288 re- 
ported that they had increased 
the number of Negro workers in 
their employ during the present 
emergency. In a few cases, es- 
pecially multiple-branch plants, 
it is known that the employment 
of Negroes since 1940 has increas- 
ed the total Negro employment in 
these plants by as high as six or 
seven thousand. An appreciable 
number of the 300 plants employ 
a thousand or more Negro work- 
ers, and the estimated total Ne- 
gro employment of the 300 indus- 
tries is 150,000. 

Negroes are employed in skill- 


ed operations by 154 of the 300 | 
plants. Among the products man- | 
ufactured by these concerns are | 


airplane motors, gyroscopes, tanks, 
ships, small arms, ammunition, 
telephones, radios, service uni- 
forms, shoes and many other es- 
sential items used by our armed 
forces.

Rockmart Negro ¢ Jrphan Home 
Is Tribute to Teacher’s Charity 


By RUBY DODSON CAMPBELL, 
ROCKMART, Ga., March 25.—A 
Negro school teacher’s faith and 
her unselfish devotion to unfor- 
tunate children of her race is re- 
vealed in the story of the Sarah 
Divinia Murphy Home for Chil- 
dren near Rockmart, said to be the 
only one of its kind in the south. 
The home, a few miles west of 
Rockmart, just off the main high- 
way to the south, was started in 
1931 by Sarah Murphy, who came 
as a teacher in the Polk county 
schools 12 years previously. 

She was called one night to the 
home of a dying woman, the 
mother of six small children—the 
youngest only a day old. They 
had been deserted by the hus- 
band. There was no one to take 
charge of the little family after 
the mother’s death, so the teach- 
er took them to her own home 
where she and her husband, a 
worker in a cement plant, cared 
for them as their own. 

Three years later, six more 
children were taken in, and more 
end mere came until now there 
are 43, ranging in age from four 
months to 23 years. The home was 
named in memory of the couple’s 
only child, who died when she was 
10 years old. 

Some time after adopting the 
first children, John Murphy lost 
the sight of one eye in a rock ex- 
plosion and he had to give up his 
work in the plant. Recovering, he 
found many things he was able to 
do about the house and he began 
the training of the young boys 

farm work. 

The home is in an old iron 
ore region known as Grady, once 
a place of bustling activity, but for 
the past several years almost 
abandoned. The children’ are 
housed in a five-room dwelling 
and a smaller shanty, the latter 


serving as sleeping quarters for the 
boys. Surrounding these houses | 
are two acres of land donated by) 
the iron ore company. Nearby is a 
seven-arce farm, cultivated by the 
boys, and they also work on shares 
other farm lands in the surround- 
ing country. They plan to have 
about 60 acres under cultivation 
this year, the produce to be used 
in the home. As soon as they are 
old enough, the boys learn wood 
cutting and, besides providing 
their own fuel, are able to sell the 
surplus 
Every boy and girl is given a 
definite task to perform. The girls 
are taught housework and launder- 
ing. The older girls supervise the 
vork of the younger. Many of 
them are expert in making over 
old garments into wearable cloth- 
ing and show a decided talent for 
weaving rugs and making attrac-. 
tive quilts from scraps left over | 
from sewing. Not one thing is al-| 
lowed to go to waste at this place. | 
Donations of clothing and other | 
necessities come in spasmodically | 
from church organizations in Rock- 
mart and other places, and the| 
local community chest contributes | 
150 per year to the home. | 
Last summer they canned hun- | 
creds of cans of vegetables, fruits | 
and berries. They hope to can at 
least 2,000 cans this year.

Across the road from the home 
is the county school where Sarah 
still teaches. Most of her pupils 
now are her adopted children and 
one of them is her assistant. The 
facilities of the school, as in the 
home, are very poor, but the chil- 
dren are proud of their books pro- 
vided by the state and take ex- 


ceptional care of them. 


Each pupil has pledged to buy | 
one war stamp per week, and does | 
so out of his own earnings. | 


Each Sunday the children march | 
to a near-by church where a thriv- | 
ing Sunday school is conducted. | 
They also have regular preaching | 
services. Their spiritual training | 
is a part of their daily lives. Every | 
child old enough to talk can re-. 
cite scripture verses. | 


The six original children are | 
still in the home, with the excep- | 
tion of Seaman Postell Johnson, of | 
the United States Navy, and his, 
sister, Louella, who graduates this | 
spring from the State School for 
Teachers, at Fort Valley. The oth- 
er four, Thelma Pauline, Dorothy, 
Robert Louis and Annie Lillie | 
May, all help with the work at’ 
home. Another of the home boys 
is in the Army, now in North 
Africa, and several others are 
nearing the draft age. 

Despite the many restrictions, 
the lack of many necessities, cou- 
pled with the fact that she is great- 
ly in need of a vacation after 13 
years of daily service, Sarah con- 
tinues to work and to hope that 
she may live to see a real indus- 
trial school there, with modern | 
buildings erected where the ram.- | 
shackle houses now stand, and 
good, substantial roofs replacing | 
the none-too-safe coverings which | 
resemble a patchwork quilt with | 
pieces of tin among the wood | 
shingles. | 

“Faith and hard ‘work have | 
brought us the blessings we now | 
enjoy,” she says, “and I know that 
somehow all our needs will be 
supplied. I want every child who 
calls this home to be trained in 
some worthwhile work that they 
may become good citizens and a 
blessing to the world.”

ATHENS, Ga., March  25.— 
Georgia farm women. with small 
surpluses of sweet milk are learn- 
ing to extend its use by making it 
into cheese for home consumption, 
Miss Lurline Collier, state home 
agent for the Extension Service, 
said today. 

Reports from 63 Georgia coun- 
ties show that 4,891 farm women, 
under the leadership of home 
demonstration agents, have learn- 
ed how to make cheese, and 1,433 
have made 15,246 pounds of 
home-made cheese. Home dem- 
onstration agents have given 735 
demonstrations in cheese-making 
and club leaders have given 296. 
These were attended by 12,372 
people, 

“Three types of cheese are be- 
ing made—cottage cheese, yellow 
cream cheese, and regular hard 
or cheddar American cheese,” 
Miss Collier continued. “Each type 
makes an excellent addition to the 
diet, but the hard cheese can be 
stored and kept in a cool place for 
a long time.” 

Cheese-making requires little 
equipment except that found in 
the average kitchen, the _ state 
agent continued, and the process 
is simple enough to fit into the 
average homemaker'’s daily rou- 
tine,

NEW YORK, March 25.—(INS)

a Black Sox scandal in big league 
college basketball. It won't shock 
the country as much as the trial 
and conviction of Joe Jackson,

That means that if 
you get on De Paul you will not 
collect your bet unless that team 
wins by more than eight points. 
If the team wins only by eight 
points, that’s a tie and all bets 
are off. 

If you bet on St. John’s and the 
club loses to De Paul by less than 
five points (or wins, of course) 
you collect. If St. John’s loses by 
six points, that’s a tie; if by more 
than six, naturally, you lose your 
dough.

Very Quiet Summer 


Since we live by politics, it might be well to 
take a look about us and see what seems to be 
likely for the summer. 

It has been suggested that Senator Walter F. Somme 
George may have opposition in the person of Mr. Eugene Tal- 
madge, whose name has been on many, many ballots and whose 
defeats have mounted until they worry him no little. 


I am of the opinion that*Mr. Talmadge would like to run. I 
believe he yearns to run. I believe he wants so very much to run 
that it is about to make him ill—but I do not think he will run. 

He has political sense and he should know that he is not the 
man who can defeat Senator George. I am aware of the fact that 
the senior senator is not well regarded by all the voters. No man 
in office is well regarded by all. His stand on the renegotiation 
of contracts was not all sound or popular. But the fact remains 
that even those who do not agree with him know him to be honest 
in his beliefs. In a choice between him and Mr. Talmadge, they 
would choose Senator George. 

I am aware, too, there is a current feeling of animosity toward 
congress. The people regard it. for what it is, by and large, a weak 
congress. It possesses some outstanding individuals but it is not 
a congress which has the regard of the people. 

Nevertheless, the people of Georgia would rally to Senator 
George in a tremendous manner. He would not, and should not, 
come to Georgia if there is opposition. The war is on. He is a 
part of it. The people would swamp an effort to unseat him. 

Also, Mr. Talmadge must, in his calmer 


OFTEN DEFEATED 
‘ moments, realize that he is an oft- 


defeated man. He is at his worst in a two-man race. His record 
would indicate that he cannot win a two-man race, He has never, 
at his best, been able to do so if he had an opponent with any 
sort of strength. 

He has been defeated a good many times and another defeat 
this summer would drain off some more of his strength and make 
more difficult his alternative—to run for governor in 1946. 

In any campaign there are about 25 to 33 per cent of the 
people who will go with the winner if there is any indication 
before the balloting as to the identity of the likely winner. 

By getting himself defeated so often, and by being so vulnerable 
in a two-man race, a great many of those who used to go along 
with him have lost confidence in him as a winner. They no longer 
regard him as the likely winner. They no longer believe in him. 

Senator George is not an able politician. Indeed, he is not a 
politician at all. But he does have the respect of all, even those 
who violently disagree with him, in that they believe him honest 
in all his acts. Most Georgians believe in him profoundly. 

There would be no choice, in the minds of those who oppose 
him, were Mr. Talmadge his opponent. They would choose Walter 
George. Mr. Talmdage would be left with only his declining num- 
ber of 100 per centers. 

Also, Senator George could get unlimited financial support. 
It would come from a great many persons, many of whom have 
never contributed to a campaign. They would resent the effort 
on the part of Mr. Talmadge. 

Adding up his past defeats and the cold facts, I do not think 
Mr. Talmadge will offer. He wants to do so very, very badly 
indeed. At times I imagine he is almost persuaded. But I do 
not believe he will be so persuaded. If he is he will, in my opinion, 
be defeated, Soundly.

One is the veteran John Wood, former member of congress, 
who has left a lucrative position as czar of the beer business in 
Georgia to run for congress.

While there will be, of course, a national campaign, since the 
constitution requires it, the state may have a quiet summer. Our 
entry lists close April 1, at noon, and we soon will know. 

April 1 is, of course, April Fool’s Day, and that might be called 
to the attention of any man who inserts himself into politics 
without cause or reason.

Religion Is Individual, 
No Two Believe Alike 


They had read something in one of these col- 

umns with which, evidently, they agreed, In 

fact, they saw in me a kindred soul. So, very 

kindly, they came to bring me a pamphlet issued 

by the philosophical society of which they are members, The pam- 
phlet deals with immortality. 

Now I want to make it emphatically clear that I appreciate fully 
the motive of their gift and do not want to disparage in any way 
the faith which they have. It is, beyond doubt, just the thing for 
them and they must acquire from it great comfort and much spir- 
itual assurance. 

However, the pamphlet itself left me, to speak colloquially, cold. 

It consisted of short quotations from various writings, mainly 
those of the founder of the group. High in idealism, firm in faith 
in the world of the spirit and the immortality of man. And, read- 
ing it and sensing my own lack of response, I wondered why. Why 
did this printed matter, which undoubtedly is so important to the 
group of people who have banded together in this particular faith, 
awaken no response for me? 

The answer, I think, is that it is just the printed assertions of 
another groper after truth. And truth, the faith to which a man 
gives his soul’s allegiance, is something that each of us must dis- 
cover for ourselves, It is something we cannot find in the printed 
words of another, We read these things and all they amount to 
is an insight into the workings of another’s mind and spirit. It is 
not our own, 


DIFFERENT ROADS We may, to be sure, read something 
with’ which we agree, in full. And that 


reading becomes to us important not so much because of what 
it is, but because of the agreement of our mind and spirit with 
the words of the writer. The importance, in other words, is in 
the response we give to the writing, not in the writing itself. 

Each human who seeks truth must follow his own road. He 
cannot travel the same road any other travels. Somewhere he will 
detour, diverge and go his own way. Many may, eventually, ar- 
rive at the same destination, but all must travel by different roads. 

Some find truth only after long and diligent search through the 
mind, following the patways of reason and logic. In other words, 
using the power to reason and to think which was given to them 
by God. 

Others may follow a road of revelation, finding the truth be- 
cause of some unexplainable, sudden response of the spirit. A rev- 
elation that comes without deliberate effort, that is less the result 
of thought than it is of feeling. 

St. Paul was thus converted in a moment, in a blinding revela- 
tion by the roadside. That he had not known the truth before, did 
not mean that the truth was not there, all the time, for him to see. 
It meant only that, until the proper time came, the moment of rev- 
elation, he was not ready, within the spirit, to accept the truth. 

Yet St. Paul, as his writings prove, possessed one of the keen- 
est and most logical brains in all Christian history. 

There are, we know, many religions, 


MANY RELIGIONS ( 
many philosophies of the spirit. And 


people group themselves into churches and sects and organiza- 
tions. Yet no two members of the same church or group hold identi- 
cal faith. Each is individualistic, each is the summation of the ex- 
perience and the thought of the individual. 

Men cannot pray, truly, in regimented unison. The Bible 
teaches that, when we pray, we enter a closet alone, away from 
others. The ritual of public, congregational prayer may be good, 
it may have valuable effect in creating the atmosphere of sanc- 
tity, but it is always the prayer in the individual heart, the heart 
removed and alone, which is the real channel of the spirit’s com- 
munion with the Divine Father. 

Then there are those who, having followed their own lonely 
road to what they believe to be truth, must remain alone. These 
are those who cannot align themselves with any organized group. 
Who have their own faith but who cannot express themselves to 
make that faith plain to others. These are those who must keep 
that sacred flame that burns deep within the spirit, a thing sep- 
arate and apart from all human, earthly contact. 

And so, again I thank those who kindly gave me the pamphlet 
which was the source of this column. I respect their own faith 
and believe it is a thing of much good within their hearts and souls. 

But it is my own, my¥ personal road that I must follow in seek- 
ing truth and the written words of another can be of no interest 
beyond that degree by which they reveal another's road.

Camilla Trade School 
To Serve Wide Area 


Trend of the times in war and rehabilitation 
is seen at Camilla, where a golf course and high- 
way prison camp property are being transformed 
into a state trades school to train war workers, 
industrialize farm youths, and rehabilitate returning war veterans. 

The state school board has placed this industrial training school 
in the heart of a farm belt—for the expressed purpose of changing 
surplus farm youths into mechanics, stenographers and technicians. 
Upwards to 1,000 a year can be prepared for jobs in Georgia war 
plans and future peace-time employment when the school gets into 
full operation. 

The farms of southwest Georgia within a 50-mile radius of 
Camilla are losing 42 per cent of their teen-age boys and girls as 
migration to the cities continues. The migration cannot be stopped, 
because Georgia has more youths on the farms from generation 
to generation than the farms will support—and changing farming 
methods are giving the state larger and fewer farms, with machin- 
ery replacing workers. The education department's new trade school 
program is a realization that this migration cannot be halted. It is 
an effort to better fit the farm boy and girl for life in the city— 
and to try to keep them in Georgia cities by having skilled labor 
available for establishment of postwar plants. 

Since most boys and girls do not go to college the trades schools 
also will serve as post-high school specialized training to fit city 
and rural youths into jobs. . 

Mountain youths already are being trained as airplane me- 
chanics, radio operators, welders, etc., in the first state-owned 
trades school which opened recently at Clarkesville. Milledgeville 
was selected as the site for the Middle Georgia Trades School, but 
Macon is seeking to have the school shifted there. When the Ca- 
milla school opens in September, all three plants should be in op- 


eration. 


COURT CHANGE Permission for the state court of appeals to 
sit in a body as “one court” and hear caseg, 
instead of being split into “two courts,” will be recommended for 
inclusion in Georgia’s new constitution by the judiciary committee 
of the constitution redrafters. While no formal reports of the sub- 
committees have been made public, it was learned that the jue 
diciary group will follow requests of the Georgia Bar Association 
and Governor Arnall in permitting this change in the appellate 
court, with the court operating as two divisions with three judges 
each, it was pointed out that a person could lose his liberty or 
property by the vote of only two of the six judges on the full court. 
Subcommittees, which have been busy since November drafting 
changes of the various phases of the state constitution, will make 
their reports April 10 when the full constitution commission opens 
a week of public hearings on the proposed changes.

There was a time when youyaccusing Italy of stabbing France 


heard certain people say, “Well, 
the home front is in a mess but 
the President seems to be doing 
all right on the foreign front.” 
Lately the latter half of the as- 
sertion has been heard less and 
less. There seem to be growing 


'doubts as to how effective or how | 


right has been the President's di- 
rection of our~foreign policy. 
Indeed, it begins to appear that 
he has no foreign policy beyond 
a day by day improvisation, a 


‘mere habit of meeting situations 


as they arise without any particu- 
lar plan or forethought regarding 
what lies ahead. It is a foreign 
policy which can confuse the 
peace and make us the most un- 
popular nation in the world. 

The record is a long one, going 


back to the Spanish Civil War! 


when Mr. Roosevelt sat on the 
fence and did nothing to prevent 


the British and French appeasers | 


from giving Hitler and Mussolini 
a free hand in Spain. 


REGARDING SPAIN 


It was clear, even at that time, 
that the war in Spain was not 
simply a kind of local riot but a 


|lining up of Nazi forces against 
|'Democracy. It is difficult to be- | 
lieve that a word from the Presi- | 
'dent or even an outspoken state- 


ment of principle would not have 
stiffened the backbone of certdin 
political elements in France and 
England. He might have been the 
force that changed history. 


I think no one could. pretend 


that opposition to Hitler and Mus- 
' solini 


at that time would have 


_prevented war. It certainly would | 


have postponed it and the chances 


are that such intervention would 


have left Spain with a democratic 
government instead of a Fascist 
one which has. persistently sab- 


'otaged the interests of the United 


Nations and of the American boys 
who are dying every day on Euro- 
pean soil, 

By the Constitution, our foreign 
policy is in the hands of the Presi- 
dent. No one believes, I am sure, 


that Mr. Hull bears the sole re- | 


sponsibility. It was for the Presi- 
dent to act. 


‘COSTLY EXPEDIENCY’ 


It it cannot be said that at times 
he acted to aid and protect Franco, 
it can be said that throughout the 


course of a costly political expedi- 
ency and did nothing at all. To 
many liberals it appeared at the 
time that he was actually sympa- 
thetic to the Franco cause. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s famous speech 


‘In the back was no evidence of 
any special leadership or heroism. 
By that time the fat was in the 
'fire. The issue between us and 
the Axis powers was clear to any 
man on the street and must have 
been doubly so to the President. 


The feeding of scrap iron and 
oll and even high octane gas to 
| Japan was excused after the event 
on the grounds that it gave us 
time to prepare. Looking back 
‘upon what is already history, this 
policy would seem to have been 
one of expediency; of improvisa- 
tion; certainly it did not prevent 
|'Japan from attacking us when she 
was ready or from finding us 
‘shockingly unprepared both in 
|Pearl Harbor and the Philippines. 


'GREW’S WARNINGS 


Nor can it be said that either 
ithe President or the State Depart- 
'ment were uninformed regarding 
the intentions of Japan. The rec- 
ord of Ambassador Grew’s warn- 
ings is an answer to that. The 
policy of expediency and improvi- 
sation failed and left Japan with 
great stockpiles of scrap iron, oil, 
machine tools and other commodi- 
ities which she used and is still 
using against our soldiers, sailors 
and marines. 

The Four Freedoms and the At- 
lantic Charter were apparently no 
more than vague and cynical ges- 
tures for they have already been 
nullified by the utterances of Mr. 
Churchill and Mr. Eden, py Sta- 
lin’s action in Poland, by our own 
record in North Africa and Italy 
and by our collaberation and tol- 
erance toward Vichy and Franco. 


It is generally conceded that the 
| move to discredit De Gaulle and 
‘replace him as head of French re 
| sistance by an ineffective old gen- 
tleman called Giraud, came entire- 
‘ly from the President. It was an 
unsure move and showed a grave 
‘lack of understanding. 

ITALIAN SITUATION 


The record in Italy is even 
worse, if anything. We prepared 
an attack. The President certainly 
knew the date. But when the lib- 
eration occurred, we had no plan 
‘at all. Literally we improvised 
‘from day to day and are still im- 
| provising. 

Italy, like France, has been 
driven into the arms of Russia. 
If the President and Mr. Churchill 
want a Communist revolution in 
Italy they are following the best 
possible course to make it certain. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s casual mention of 
giving Russia a third of the Ital- 
ian fleet seems to have been an 
irresponsible statement which pnly 
confounded the confusion.

Connally told a reporter Hull 
suggested the appointment of a 
consulting subcommittee. It will 
be named after congress returns 
from a cintesaniatad Easter re- 
cess. 

While Connally said he was not 
advised of details, reports were 
current that the _ preliminary 
plan contemplates formation of 
an international organization 
somewhat similar to the League 
of Nations but with more power 
to prevent aggression. 

The Moscow agreement, signed 
by representatives of the United 
States, Great Britain, Russia and 
China. called for establishment 
“at the earliest practical date” of 
a general organization “based on 
the principle. of the sovereign 
equality of all peace-loving 
states.” The agreement promised 
participation by large and small 
nations. 

Senator Austin, Republican, 
Vermont, a foreign relations mem- 
ber with liberal views on inter- 
national questions, said he be- 
lieved early establishment of a 
world organization to preserve 
peace would help to shorten the 
war.

N CHICAGO, a few weeks ago, two sisters 
were given lie-detector tests when ques- 
tioned about the mysterious murder of 
their mother. The lie detector gave them a 
clean bill of health and, as a consequence, 
so did the State. In Brooklyn, lie-detector 
findings are said to have exerted an influence 
m the setting aside of a verdict of “guilty” 
in a case of criminal assault. At a big ship- 
yard, recently, a lead furnished by a 
lie-detector examination enabled inves- 
tigators to solve promptly a serious crime 
of wartime sabotagc. 

These cases are only three of many in 
which the lie detector has played a decisive 
role in recent months. This instrument, which 
only a few years ago was regarded by most 
people as not much more reliable than a ouija 
board, has grown up. Today it is bemg used 
by many agencies as an efficient tool. 

Courts in several states now admit lie- 
detector findings as corroborative evidence. 
Police in Chicago, New York State and miany 
other parts of the nation are employing the 
instrument regularly in preliminary investi- 
gations. Its use in banks, chain stores and 
other industrial organizations is saving busi- 
ness millions of dollars a year. 

One chain-store system which had been 
losing more than $1,000,000 annually through 
petty thefts by employees reduced this loss to 
a few thousand dollars by installing lie detec- 
tors. Insurance companies which protect 
banks against theft and embezzlement have 
actually lowered the premiums on policies 
of organizations which have their employees 
examined regularly by the instruments. 

Magic Machine 


Common as its use has become, a great 

deal of mystery still surrounds the lie detec- 

tor in the public mind. Many people still con- 

sider it a crackpot invention. Others, equally 
ABOVE. The author tried his best to beat the machine in laboratory tests, found he couldn’t do it misinformed, regard it as an almost magical 
device which rings a gong or flashes a red 
light every time a falsehood is told. 

In an effort to find out just what the lie 
detector is, how it works, and how reliable 
its findings are, I recently staged a little in- 
vestigation of my own. I talked with scien- 
tists and psychologists, with police officials 
and judges. In two different laboratories, I 
even underwent lie-detector tests and tried 
my best to beat the machine. 

I learned first that the lie detector is 
poorly named. Actually, this instrument 
is merely a recorder of emotional dis- 
turbances. There are several different types 
in use, but they all operate on the prin- 
ciple that any conscious effort to deceive sets 
up certain tensions in the human body which 
can be scientifically measured. The first in- 
strument which I tried out made a record of 
three different phenomena. 

A blood-pressure cuff was placed around 
my right arm and a rubber tube around my 
chest. Then, when the electricity was snapped 
on, the lie detector itself, which wasn’t much 
larger than a portable radio, went into action. 
Two little pens started drawing graphs on a 
moving ribbon of paper, revealing what was 
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BELOW. Peaks on chart indicate great emotional stress. Arrows show when key questions were asked

happening to my blood pressure, pulse beat 
and respiration. 

At the beginning I was somewhat nervous, 
and this was shown by certain irregularities 
in the ink yraphs. After a few minutes, 
however, when I had been put at ease by 
various irrelevant questions, the patterns 
settled down to regular zigzags. 

I was then given a test which is used fre- 
quently in opening criminal investigations. 
] was handed seven playing cards and told to 
pick out one of them without disclosing which 
card I had chosen. I selected the two of dia- 
monds, reshuffled the cards and passed them 
back to my interrogator. 

“Now I will show you the cards one by 
one,”’ he said, “and ask, each time, ‘Is this 
it?’ In every case you are to say ‘No.’ One of 
your answers will be a lie.’’ 

I steeled myself for the test as earnestly 
as any criminal trying to beat a rap. When 
my card came up, I lied blandly and, as | 
thought, without turning a hair. I didn’t 
feel disturbed at all. When the test was over, 
however, the interrogator took one look at 
the chart and said, ‘“Two of diamonds.”’ 

What had given me away was a slight irreg- 
ularity in the respiration graph. My pulse 
had not changed and my blood pressure had 
not varied but, immediately after telling the 
falsehood, I had given a tiny breath of relief, 
quite unconsciously, and this fraction of a 
sigh, faithfully recorded by the respiration 
pen, had told the interrogator what question 
] had answered untruthfully. 


Only Experts Can Use It 


Omy an expert who has had a great deal 
of training and experience is qualified to in- 
terpret lie-detector findings, because emo- 
tional disturbances caused by deception take 
different forms in different persons. My own 
le was detected by the relief I manifested in 
getting it over with. In another person, false- 
hood might be discerned by a gradual in- 
crease in blood pressure in anticipation of 
lying or by a quickened pulse at the time of 
lying. 

The blood-pressure, pulse-respiration type 
of instrument owes its development largely to 
the work of two Middle Western researchers, 
John A. Larson and Leonarde Keeler, and 
probably is used more widely than any other 
lie detector. There are others, however, that 


have proven uncannily effective, notably the 
psychogalvanometer or pathometer, devised 
and developed by the late Rev. Walter G. 
Summers S.J., of Fordham University. 


Soon after taking the test I have men- * 


tioned, I attempted, in another laboratory, 
to lie to a pathometer. This time the appa- 
ratus was comparatively simple because the 
pathometer operates on the principle that 
deception can be detected by merely record- 
ing the minute electrical changes which occur 
at the surface of the skin during interroga- 
tion. I had only to grasp two metal plates, 
strapped to my palms, while a single pen 
drew the graph of my reactions. 


Deception That Failed 


Rememserinc how respiration had be- 
trayed me before, I attempted to keep my 
breathing very even, and, by watching the 
movements of the needle-like pen, the expert 
who gave me the test was able to detect this. 

“Worried aboyt your breathing?”’ he asked. 

“No,” I replied, without giving much 
thought to what I said. But the pathometer 
took heed of it instantly. Then and there it 
drew a mountainous peak which branded me 
a liar. In an ensuing card test, similar to the 
previous one, I was no more able to deceive 
the pathometer than the other instrument. 

Regardless of the kind of detector which is 
used, however, a vast amount of skill and 
knowledge is required in the framing and ask- 
ing of questions as well as in the interpreta 
tion of graphs. Before confronting a criminal 
suspect with any questions of importance 
several hours are often spent in putting him 
at ease and establishing the pattern of his 
normal behavior. Then, when he does lie, 
or is emotionally upset by a question, this 
pattern probably will be broken. 

Not many months ago, for example, a man 
held on suspicion of murder was asked a set 
of questions which could be answered “‘yes”’ 
or “no.’’ Did he smoke cigarettes? Did he 
drive a car? Did he drink coffee? 

To all these questions, the suspect calmly 
answered in the affirmative. The le-detector 
pens jogged along evenly. 

Then, suddenly, the pay-off question was 
popped: “Do you have a claw hammer in 
your garage?”’ 

Again the man stolidly answered ‘‘yes,”’ 
without changing expression or voice inflec-

tion, but the pens of the lie detector went 
crazy — showing a violent inner disturbance 
and the detectives had a valuable lead. 

That was because the hammer was the 
weapon with which the murder had been com- 
mitted and, had the man been innocent, he 
would not have been disturbed by the ques- 
tion. Following that clue, the detectives soon 
obtained a confession. 

This does not mean that the lie detector 
cannot be fooled. A police officer told me 
about a cocky little thief, who had been 
arrested many times before and was given a 
lie-detector test. The examination just didn’t 
get anywhere because every few minutes, 
while answering the most innocuous ques- 
tions, the man’s pulse would leap and his 
blood pressure soar. 

The test had to be abandoned, but the 
suspect was convicted on other evidence and, 
to satisfy his curiosity, the officer asked him 
afterwards how he had beaten the detector. 

“It was easy.” he said. “Just before I was 
arrested I was going around with a cute little 
blonde named Kitty. Every few minutes, 
while you were asking those questions, I 
would just concentrate on Kitty. I figured 
that would make the detector go haywire.”’ 
It did. 

But very few people possess the ability 
to think themselves in or out of emotional 
states at will. When the lie detector fails it is 
more often because the person under interro- 
gation 18 suffering from a heart or respiratory 
disorder, or 18 of subnormal mentality. 

The detector can do nothing with a 
subject who can’t distinguish between 
truth and falsehood. You must feel guilt 
before the machine can record it. 

Just how dependable lie-detector findings 
have been on the average 1s a matter of de- 
bate. Dr. Joseph F. Kubis, who 1s carrying 
on Father Summers’ research work at Ford- 
ham, told me that scrupulously scientific 
experiments made there have shown that 
pathometer findings have been more than 
98 per cent correct. But such accuracy, he 
said, is possible only if skilled operators handle 
the apparatus. 

Dr. William Moulton Marston, who m.- 
vented the blood-pressure deception test at 
Harvard in 1917, says that his methods have 
achieved accuracy in 97 cases out of 100. 
In general use throughout the country, the 


* prove very valuable in providing leads.’ 


lie detector probably has not attained as 
high a record as in university experiments, 
but, certainly, it is proving reliable well over 
75 per cent of the time. 

Because the detector is not infallible, and 
because there are quacks and charlatans who 
pose as experts in its use, judges, criminal 
lawyers and high police officials have been 
more conservative, generally speaking, than 
businessmen in endorsing it. 

“Obviously it would be unsafe to convict 
a man on lie-detector evidence alone,’’ one 
judge told me, “‘but its findings should have 
a place as corroborative evidence, and it can 

A dramatic case occurred recently when an 
insurance company investigated a bank offi- 
cial’s charges that one of his clerks had em- 
bezzled $200. A lie-detector test indicated 
that the clerk was telling the truth when he 
maintained his innocence and, going a bit fur- 
ther, the investigators asked the man who had 
brought the charges to undergo a simular test. 


The Accuser Was Caught 


E DID so with blustering self-assurance, 
but the instrument indicated that several of 
his answers were untruthful. As a result, the 
insurance company finally discovered that 
the clerk had not embezzled $200, but that 
his employer had stolen $75,000. 

Recognizing the value of the hie detector 
as a finder of clues in such cases, if not as a 
producer of actual evidence, more and more 
private investigating concerns as well as 
police departments are turning to its use. 

J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, told me recently 
that while the FBI regards the lie detector 
as still in the laboratory stage, it has been 
widely used by the Bureau on an experimental 
basis with the most promising results. 

Less than 20 years old as we know it, the 
lie detector is sure to undergo mechanical re- 
finements which will increase its sensitivity. 
Equally important improvements in the tech- 
niques of using it may render it virtually fool- 
prool. 

Yet, whether that happens or not, the lie 
detector is here to stay. This ingenious Ameri- 
can invention has proved to be what Diogenes 
really needed, instead of a lantern, when he 
went on his quest for an honest man.

BACK HOME—TO FIGHT! 
by Paul W. Kearney 


How ex-servicemen get 
war-plant jobs — and 
keep up the battle... 


1S eighty-eighth battle flight 
H-: the toughest one of 

all for Technical Sergeant 
August Moore. 

Returning from a Hamburg raid, 
they flew smack into a beehive of 
Nazi fighters and flak. When the 
tail gunner fell, Sergeant Moore 
relieved him, getting two more 
planes to bring his score to five. 
But an AA shell burst smashed 
both his legs. And the Fortress 
was so riddled that the survi- 
vors had to bail out over the 
Channel, to be picked up by 
rescue ships. 

It was Moore’s third parachute 
jump into the sea. Four months in 
a British hospital followed and 
then a medical discharge from the 
Army. You might think that this 
meant the end of the war for 
Sergeant Moore, father of three 
youngsters — but you're wrong. 

Today this battle-scarred vet- 
eran is plugging away at the 
Axis in a machine-tooling plant in 
Chicago. 


A Preview 


In PLANTS the country over, thou- 
sands of other veterans are carrying 
on their feud with the enemy 
and giving a preview of the re- 
employment service that is being 
perfected for the men returning 
from World War II. 

Staff Sergeant Jesse Gunn, for 
example, bailed out of a B-24 on his 
nineteenth raid over Kiska. With 
a back broken in three places, the 
Sergeant was given up for dead 
during a nine-month spell in the 
hospital. Yet today he is working 
grimly on an assembly line in an 
aircraft plant. 

In contrast is 48-year-old Jacob 
Fuller, Negro father of 11. Fuller 
lost a foot to a Jap mortar shell 
in the Solomons. Among his chil- 
dren are a soldier, a sailor and two 
Wacs. Rather than let them carry 
on the war for him, he registered 
for an aircraft course after five 
months in the hospital and is now 
Servicing bombers. 

These, plus thousands of com- 
parable cases, are eloquent testi- 
money to two facts: 

1. Discharged veterans (35,000 a 
month are now returning) are not 
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resting on their laurels — they are 
carrying on the fight with an 
energy which may well shame civil- 
ians. 

2. The government is striving 
to avoid the mistakes and injustices 
of World War I in the assimilation 
of returning veterans, 

The finest evidence of the first 
point is the eagerness with which 
war plants are clamoring for dis- 
charged sailors and soldiers. 

Detroit industries have banded 
together to provide training schools 
for discharged servicemen. In Con- 
necticut a notable statewide pro- 
gram is under way not only to get 
these fellows into war work now 
but, what is more important in the 
long haul, into peacetime industry 
later. Elsewhere chambers of com- 
merce and trade associations, labor 
unions and service clubs have 
rallied to the aid of a half-dozen 
government agencies. 


Red Tape Eliminated 


F oR the man coming out of serv- 
ice now, much of the previous red 
tape has been eliminated. He is 
informed of his rights and privileges 
before leaving camp. Once home, 
his best bet is to go to his local 
Selective Service Board—or to the 
Veterans’ Division of the local 
office of the U.S. Employment 
Service for the latest dope on what 
is open to him and how he should 
go about getting it. There are over 
1,500 USES offices, cach with a 
Veterans’ Department, and these 
serve some 3,500 other communi- 
ties with an itinerant service. 

While the responsibility for get- 
ting every veteran a job rests with 
Selective Service, the procedure is 
handled by the Veterans’ Employ- 
ment Service through these USES 
offices. In every Army and Navy 
hospital representatives of the VES 
are on hand to help each man with 
his papers before he leaves for 
home. 


Easy te Pind Jobs 


Jozs are easy to find under the 
present man-power shortage. To 
date the Veterans’ Employment 
Service has helped 60 per cent of the 
1,000,000 men who had been dis- 
charged from the Army and Navy 
by the end of 1943. 

There are numerous other things 
besides jobs at stake: rehabilita- 
tion, vocational training, pensions, 
educational opportunities in vari- 
ous categories. Here’s a summary

vl what is now open to the returning 
veteran: 

A. If he is honorably discharged 
with no disability: 

1. His old job back, under certain 
conditions, provided he applies for it 
within 40 days; 

2. Aid of his local Selective Service 
Board and VES in getting a new job; 

3. A five-point preference in Civil 
Service examinations. 

4. A streamlined vocational course 
under the Engineering, Science and 
Management War Training Program 
(ESMWT) of the United States Office 
of Education, to fit him for a war- 
plant job; 

5S. Mustering-out pay of $100 to 
$300, depending upon length of service 

In addition, the veteran with a dis- 
ability which is not servicesconnccted, 
or disability of less than 10 per cent, is 
entitled to rehabilitation and vocation- 
al training to fit him for employment 
or make him more advantageously 
employable. This training is given by 
the State Board of Vocational Educa- 
tion, which also cares for injured war 
workers and war-disabled civilians, 
including the Merchant Marine, Civil 
Air Patrol, Citizens Defense Corps 
and others. Financial aid is included. 
The State Board receives funds from 
the Federal Government for this. 

B. If the veteran comes out with a 
service-connected disability, he rates 


the first three items (except that his 
Civil Service preference is 10 points), 
plus: 

1. A pension ranging from $10 to 
$250 a month (average about $40) for 
any disability exceeding 10 per cent so 
long as it lasts; 

2. Vocational rehabilitation —to put 
him back in his old job or to fit him 
for a new one — which may include 
up to four yeare’ schooling free. While 
in training he gets $80 a month mini- 
mum unless his regular disability 
pension exceeds these sums. Pensions 
and vocational rehabilitation for dis- 
abled veterans are handled by the 
Veterans’ Administration. 


Free Technical Courses 


Asout 1,000 colleges and technical 
schools are offering free, short courses, 
day and evening, in technical subjects 
which will fit men for specialized jobs 
in war plants. New York University, 
for example, has about 75 discharged 
fighting men taking these 12- to 
16-week courses which, in all the 
schools, aggregate about 250 subjects 
from Office Management to the Theory 
of Cathode Ray Circuits. Already over 
500 men have completed the courses 
and gone into war industries. 

The nation is rapidly tooling up to 
handle the enormous problem that will 
come with demobilization — and the 
machinery is already getting its 


“shake~<iown run.” Right now allot- 
ment matters are in a temporary 6nag 
because the overworked Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration has been under manned, 
but some relief seems imminent. Like- 
wise Congress has under consideration 
other benefits for servicemen and 
women which have not yet gone 
through-—-notably the President's rec- 
ommendation for funds to enable 
college students to complete courses 
interrupted by military service with 
the same cash allotments already pro- 
vided for disabled veterans 

Whatever happens to such measures, 
it's encouraging to note that hundreds 
of wounded men are back at work 
despite disabihties which once would 
have barred them from any decent 
job. Those whose injuries prevent their 
resuming their old work can get skilled 
advice and training from the Veterans’ 
Administration to fit them for another 
occupation; others are trained to 
overcome their disability. 


Faithful Workers 


A REPRESENTATIVE of the VES re- 
cently said that ““The easiest to place 
are those who are lame in the arms or 
legs; the next easiest are those with 
hearingimpairments, evendeaf mutes.” 
These boys make such faithful workers 
that some employers prefer handi- 


capped men. 
Perhaps you would understand that 


attitude better if you could go into 
a certain Chicago war plant and watch 
Oliver Blakeney savagely feeding a 
hungry stamping machine. 

Racked with malaria; his body 
weighted with shrapnel at Guadal- 
canal, it seemed certain that only 
death or invalidism awaited him. But 
Blakeney thought differently. As he 
lay in the hospital, he remembered 
that patrol of 50 men with which he 
went into the jungle -— only 20 came 
back. He thought over and over 
again of the dead Americans he'd seen 


who had been mutilated by the Japs. 

Haggard and gaunt, eyes sunk deep, 
Blakeney came home a walking skele- 
ton — but a fighting one. Still jittery 
from his ordeal, he is grim and um 
smiling. Yet he gets enormous satis- 
faction from feeding that avid machine 
stamping out parts to help square his 
personal account with the Japs. 

In company with hundreds of hia fel- 
low fighting men, he has transferred 
his determination from the firing line 
to the assembly line. .

When you are more 

considerate, you refine 

and lift yourself mate- 

rially and spiritually. Nothing pays such 
huge dividends for so little effort. 

Second, you must think more highly 
of yourself. When you live up to your 
own standards as a first rate person, 
you won't screw up your face and fight 
your way through a crowd. Assertive 
people who poke elbows into other people’s 
ribs advertise their second-rate status, be- 
cause first-raters don’t act that way. 

“In a throng of what my young daughter 
calls ‘pushative’ people, who is noticed 
more admiringly than a _ self-controlled, 


courteous woman?”’ asks this charm expert. 

Now for the physical aspects: A serene 
mind — and countenance — stem from a 
rested body just as a lovely flower stems 
from a well-nourished stalk. So, be miserly 
in saving your energy ... tally it up like 
deposits in a bank.

His finger grew paralyzed from 
fatigue. After he was given time to recover 
the use of his finger, another test was made 
— this time to raise 
the weight three times 
and. to rest on every 
fourth beat. Results 
proved that by giving 
his finger this brief but 
frequent rest, the man 
could keep the weight 
going as long as he 
stayed awake. 


COMEBACE: You can 
accomplish a quick 
one even when you’re 
so tired your fatigue 
seems to shackle your 
feet in a ball and chain. 
Lie down on a hard 
floor. Do it, says Miss 
Wilson, no matter 
what your roommate 
or maid may think. Do 
it for even two min- 
utes, if you can’t spare 
more. A hard floor 
forces .your body to 
take the straight and posturally-perfect 
position which is necessary to ease out 
straims. 

When you throw yourself wearily down 
on a bed, a yielding mattress merely accepts 
your fatigue posture, and is capable of 
doing nothing to help you stage a quick 
comeback. 

A glass of water, with alkaline salts or 
lemon juice stirred in it, and taken before 
you stretch yourself out on the hard floor, 
will also help to put you back on two 
resilient feet.

STALINGRAD REBORN 
by Robert Magidoff 


The brave city comes out of 
ruins — for the second time 


UINED Stalingrad is struggling for its 
second rebirth. The first time followed 
its devastation in the Russian Civil 
War. Stalingrad was then called Tsaritsin, 
and it was the arena of some of the fiercest 
fighting in the war. 
At that time Stalin and the Red Army 
saved Tsaritsin for the Soviets. When the 


great city on the Volga was recon-~ 


structed, it was renamed Stalingrad. 

I first visited Stalingrad in 1938, when the 
city was busy and gay, its giant industries 
humming, its parks and gardened squares 
crowded. It was a city of young men and 
women, and its youth later proved a vital 
factor in the war against Hitler. 

My second visit to Stalingrad, early in 
1943, was at the time of the surrender of 
Field Marshal von Paulus and his once- 
invincible Sixth German Army. Stalingrad, 
as a city, was no lenger. Not a single build- 
ing remained intact. 


Complete Devastation 


Tm roofs of most of the buildings had 
been blasted by the Luftwaffe on that fate- 
ful day of August 23, 1942, when three 
quarters of the city was devastated. The 
savage fighting which followed, completed 
the devastation. 

Yet there was a sense of triumph there. I 
well remember how, amid the ruins, amid 
the German corpses frozen in grotesque 
poses, a little girl appeared from nowhere, 
and shouted, “‘Mama, look — the sun!”’ 

The sudden stillness was so disturbing, 
Russian soldiers could not sleep at night. 

Returning families found their homes 
in ruins, but the first thing they did 
was to clean up the streets and squares. 
This brightened things up, and helped the 
Red Army columns moving westward. 

On my way to the States a short time 
ago, I had my third glimpee of Stalingrad. 
Now it is a busy, noisy city again. And qnce 
more it is a city of youth. Tens of thousands 
of volunteers from all parts of Russia are 
clearing the debris, working within the 
ruined walls of the factories, building houses 
and running the schools. 

Huge piles of wrecked German tanks and 
planes were being taken away for resmelting. 
But the most heartening sight I saw was a 
simple one — children playing in the sun. 
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PORTRESS during the battle, it’s 
a school again, despite battering

Oil and mayonnaise 
scarce? Make these 
cooked dressings... 


Mx oil and 
water? Yes! 
Our spring-tonic 
salads this year 
can be flavorfully 
dressed with just 
such a miraculous mixture! 

It is no longer fitting to add oil 
to salad dressing with a spend- 
thrift hand. In this year of scant 
and rationed oil supplies, oil must 
be conser ved. 

We cannot always count on get- 
ting commercial mayonnaise, 
though it is point-free. Mayon- 
naise has become a favorite spread 
for bread and sandwiches. And 
this, plus the fact that the amount 
manufactured is restricted to 88 
per cent of 1941 production, makes 
mayonnaise often hard to find on 
grocers’ shelves. 

The answer for everyday salad 
is a dressing that is low in oil. And 
luckily there is one way to make 
an oil-scant dressing resemble a 
rich one. And that’s by using eggs, 
which are especially plentiful at 
this season. 


Eggs Give Richness 


Excs will give salad dressing 
the richness that oil gives, and the 
smoothness and the depth of flavor. 
But eggs cannot give volume. The 
volume must come from a liquid. 
Cream or milk we cannot depend 
on for this purpose, as they are 
too scarce and valuable to use in a 
dressing. Water, fruit juice, vine- 
gar, tomato juice, or any combi- 
nation of these will give volume 
to dressings scant in oil and rich 
in egg. 

Dressing made with egg must be 
treated as carefully as a custard, 
and stirred as it cooks over hot 
water or over very low heat, so 
that it will thicken evenly. And 
care must be taken not to over- 
cook the mixture, lest the dressing 
curdle. 

When salad dressing is thick- 
ened partly by egg and partly by 
flour or cornstarch, cook the liquid 
first with the seasonings and the 
flour or cornstarch. At least five 
minutes of cooking is desirable over 
direct heat, and 10 minutes if a 
double boiler is used. Then stir a 
small portion of the hot liquid ino 
the beaten egg, return this egg 
mixture to the rest of the sauce 
and cook a minute or two longer, 
stirring well. This gives an evenly

Boiled Dressing 

4 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon dry mustard 

2 teaspoons sugar 

dash of cayenne 

2 tablespoons flour 

4% cup milk and water combined 

1 egg, slightly beaten 

4 cup vinegar 

2 tablespoons butter, melted 

Mix dry ingredients very well, 
and add milk and water slowly, 
mixing until smooth. Cook over 
low heat 5 minutes or until thick- 
ened. Stir small amount into egg. 
Return to sauce, blend well and 
cook 2 minutes longer. Add vine- 
gar, beat in well. Add butter and 
beat hard. Cool. Approximate 
yield: 1 cup dressing. Note: Excep- 
tionally good with cabbage. Thin 
with milk for use on greens. 
Adjust seasoning to taste. 


Custard Salad Dressing 

4 eggs, well beaten 

2 teaspoons sugar 

1 teaspoon dry mustard 

4 teaspoon salt 

\4 teaspoon paprika 

4 cup vinegar 

1% cups water 

2 teaspoons butter or margarine 

Combine eggs with seasonings. 
Combine water and vinegar and 
add to eggs, stirring well. Cook 
over hot water, stirring constantly 
until thickened. When mixture 
coats a spoon, remove from heat 
and add butter. Beat with wooden 
spoon 2 or 3 minutes. When com- 
pletely cool, turn into clean bow! 
or sterilized jar; cover and store in 
refrigerator. Use within 2 days. 
Approximate yield: 1 pint dress- 
ing. Very good on vegetable salads. 

Orange Dressing 

2 tablespoons sugar 

1 tablespoon flour 

4 teaspoon dry mustard 

l4 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon paprika 

1 cup orange juice 

14 cup lemon juice 

1 egg, slightly beaten 

2 tablespoons butter 

Combine sugar, flour and sea- 
sonings well. Add juices slowly, 
stirring until smooth. Cook over 
hot water or over low heat until 
thickened. Stir small amount into 
egg. then add to remaining sauce 
and blend. Cook one or two min- 
utes longer, stirring well. Add but- 
ter, and beat in well. Yield: 1\%4 
cups dressing. Use on fruit salads, 
or use to thin cottage cheese as a 
dressing for fruit salad.

A True Story by Ernie Hoberecht 


Meet the man who pilots our 
warships in and out of Pearl 
Harbor. He did a hero’s job 
on December 7, 1941, and has 
had hardly any rest since! 


Trer H. OTTERSEN, Senior 

Pilot at Pearl Harbor, has 

6,000 hours of overtime and 

no prospects for getting a cent added 
to his pay check for it. These hours 
are in excess of the amount of over- 
time he is allowed under Civil Serv- 
ice rules, but he stays on the job 
anyway, because he knows he's 


— and he hasn't 
had a day off since 
1938. 


Leves U.8&. 


He works from 
nine to 16 hours 
every day and de- 
spite his 62 years, is 
afire with as much 
enthusiasm for his 
job and for the 
United States as he 
was when he came 
to America from 
Norway back in 
1898. 

As Senior Pilot, his job is to guide 
the big ships through the channel 
safely to their Pearl Harbor berths. 
He was heading his tug through the 
channel, bringing in a naval trans- 
port, on that day back in 1941 when 
the Japs struck. His vessel was one 
of the first to draw enemy fire. 

He saw the first bombs fall on the 
shore and saw swarms of Jap tor- 
pedo planes come buzzing in low to 
discharge their deadly mitdsiles. 
Flames and smoke belched from 
ships and buildings; geysers of water 
shot skyward. Water was sprayed all 
over his vessel —- and bullets too. 

Under fire, Captain Ottersen 
maneuvered clear of the narrow 
passage so his vessel could not be 
sumk where it might bleck the 
channel and pen up the undam- 
aged ships of the ficct. 

During the heat of the attack, 
he went to a tanker that was loaded 
with gasoline and moved it to a safer 
spot. When he had completed this 
dangerous assignment, he continued

to work under fire all through the 
attack. One of the men working with 
him that day remembers the veteran 
looking up at the Jap planes and 
shaking his fist. 

He did not rest when his own 
duties were done, There were wound- 
ed men to be cared for, debris to be 
cleared away. For two weeks he did 
not leave Pearl Harbor Navy Yard. 
He was on the job 24 hours every 
day, sleeping and cating only 
when infrequent occasion per- 
mitted. 

His license qualifies him to sail 
any vessel in any ocean. “I served 
my time as an apprentice on the 
Commodore T. H. Allen, a full- 
rigged ship from Bath, Maine,”’ he 
recalls in a salty 
‘and slightly Nor- 
wegian accent. “We 
sailed in the kero- 
sene trade between 
New York and 
Yokohama on the 
shore of Tokio Bay. 
We were at sea six 
months at a time 
kerosene out and 
Japanese curios and 
stuff back.’’ 

He knows Pear! 
Harbor as Mark 
Twain knew the 
Mississippi River. 
He knows it as it 
was in peace and as 
it is in war. 

He brings in every 
kind of fighting ship in the Navy — 
new aircraft carriers and battleships 
from the mainland, and battle-scarred 
veterans from the Pacific front. 

One of his very important tasks - 
as thrilling as it was difficult — was 
piloting the ships crippled on De- 
cember 7, 1941, to drydocks after 
they were righted and floating.

Movinc these huge ships with 
their underwater patches is a job 
Captain Ottersen likes to do himeelf. 
Guiding them and the tugs that 
move them takes expert navigation, 
for the slightest false mové might 
destroy the work of months. 
Whenever there is need for his 
services — and that’s practically all 
the time — Captain Ottersen is sure 
to be on hand. Even today he has a 
work schedule that appears beyond 
human capacity, but he is still going 
as strong as he was on December 7. 
That was only one of the days he 
worked overtime for no extra pay.
